New Osceans, La., Sept. 15.—The White 
League army, which was yesterday even- 
ing formally recognized as the State militia 
by Lieut.-Gov. Penn, acting Governor in the 
absence of McEnery, made no demonstrations 
during the night, but guardea the barricades 
with extreme vigilance, making it quite a dif- 
cult and hazardous matter for people having 
business about town to get around without the 
countersign. The forces were in excellent spirits 
over their afternoon's victory in the Canal street 
battle, and anticipated more warm work to-day. 
At 8 o'clock this morning a company under com- 
mand of Capt. McGlam marched down to the 
St. Louis Hotel, usedas the State-House, and 
found it in possession of about a dozen white 
Metropolitans, who exposed a white flag, and 
who 

SURRENDERED WITHOUT FIGHTING. 

Capt. McGiain’s company then went to the 
Jackson Square Station, the last place occupied 
by the Kellogg forces. Previous to this, Sergt. 
Newman, of Capt. McGlain’s company, bad been 
to the station for the purpose of finding on 
what terms the Metropolitan, would surrender. 
He found Lieut. Lawler in command, severely 
wounded and almost in a stuper from some 
narcotic, but he refused to surrender, although 
many of his men were dispirited and desired to 
make terms. Ou the arrival of MeGiain’s com- 
pany, however, the command capitulated, and 
the Captain took possession of the men, guns, 
cannon, and colors. 

THIS FINISHED THE WAR, 
for there was no one now to fight, all the State 
offices being now in the hands of the McEnery 
officials, during the morning the colored Super- 
intendent of Education, Brown's, office having 
been occupied, and Mr. Lusher taking posses- 
sion. 

This forenoon Acting Gov. Penn issued half-a- 
dozen proclamations, one directing the legally 
elected or appointed State, parochial, and 
municipal officers of the State to 
take immediate possession of their of- 
fices, another directing the Metropolitans to 
return to their homes, and appealing to citizeas 
to treat all lately arrayed against them with for- 
bearance and kindness ; another convening 

AN EXTRA SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE 
on Monday, the Ast inst., and others eongratu- 
lating the citizens, soldiery, ete. 

Mayor Wiltz, who was yesterday waited on 
with a demand for his resignation, also issued a 
proclamation congratulating the people on the 
restoration of the duly-elected and rigatful State 
authorities. 

TRIUMPHAL MARCH. 

At 2 o’clock the new militia assembled at the 
residence of Acting Gov. Penn to escort 
him to the State-House. They num- 
bered, probably, 5,000 or 6,000, well armed 
with all manner of weapons—Winchester, Hen- 
ry, and Belgian rifles, Enfield and Springfield 
muskets, double and single barreled shot-guns, 
with three or four iron guns of their own, and 
one Gatling and two Napoleon guns and the 
colors captured from tue Metropolitans. Be- 
sides those in ranks, there were probably as 
many more on the sidewalks. The march from 
the Governor's residence to the State-House, 
about a mile, was accomplished amid 

GREAT ENTHUSIASM. 
Many of the escort bore trophies on their bayo- 
nets, in the shape of Metropolitan caps, belta, 
and batons, which elicited loud shouts of mirth 
and approval by the people along the ‘streets, 
Arriving at the State-House, the McEnery State 
officers, who were in the city, took possession, 
and great crowds surged through the building, 
taking a look at things generally. At 3 o'clock 
the crowd was enjoying themselves by throwing 
the letters and documents in the late Governor's 
(Kellogg's) office over the gallery to the people 
on the street below, who were receiving them 
with shouts and tearing them up, and trampliag 
on them. Some of the more curious were 
picking up papers and documents, and 
i them or carrying them off in 
their pockets.

THE MILITARY OF NO ACCOUNT. 

The President's proclamation, issued in 1873, 
during the McKnery and Kellogg difficulcies, 
gave twenty days for the belligerents to dis- 
perse ; the present proclamation gives only five 
days.

He hoped that the de- 
termined stand they had taken, marked by a 
careful avoidance of unnecessary violence, would 
convince the ple and Government of the 
United States that the ‘only position they had 
assumed was that they must restore the State to 
the charge of the elected officers, save it from 
ruin, and protect ite citizens without regard to 
race or class. it has been rumored that Kellog 
and Longstreet were under arrest. He claime 
for them that they should be subjected to no in- 
dignity.

HOW THE LOUISIANA AFFAIR IS RECEIVED. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 15.—The Louisiana 
squabble is greatly muddled, as viewed from this 
standpoint. Official advices are very meagre, 
aod people scarcely know what to believe. Ru- 
mois are plenty, and one of them has it that 
Penn has Kellogg a prisoner, but as recent ad-

PROCLAMATION BY THE PRESIDENT. 

Wasuineton, Sept. 15.—The President has 
just issued the following proclamation : 

WHEREAS, It bas been satisfactorily represented to 
me (hat turbulent and disorderly persons have com- 
bined together with force and arms to overthrow the 
State Government of Louisiana, and to resist the laws 
and constituted authorities of suid State; and where- 
as, itis provided in the Constitution of the United 
States that the United States shall protect every State 
in this Union, om the application of the Legislature, or 
the Executiye when the Legisiature cannot be con- 
vened, agai domestic violence; and whereas, it is 
provided in the laws of the United States that ip all 
cases Of insurrection in any State, or obstruction to 
laws thereof, it shall be lawful for the President of the 
United States, on application of the Legisiature of 
such State, or of the — when the. lature 
cannot be convened, to call for the militia of any other 
State or States, or to employ euch part of the land and 
ua val forces as shall be judged necessary for the pur- 
pose of suppressing such insurrection, or causing the 
laws to be duly executed ; and | 

Wuereas, Toe Legislature of said State is not now 
in session, and cannot be convened in time to meet thé 
present emergency, and the Executive of said Sta. 
under Sec, 4, Art. 4, of the Constitution of the Uni 
— and the laws passed in pursuance thereof, 
therefore made application to me for such part of the 
military force of the United States as may be neces- 
sary and adequate to protect said State and the citi+ 
zens thereof against domestic violence, and to enforce 
the due execution of the laws; and 

Wurms, It is required that wherever it may be 
necessary, in the judgment of the President, to use 
military force for the purpose aforegaid, he shall 
forthwith by prociamation, command such insurgents 
to disperse, and retire peaceably to their respective 
bomes within a limited time, 

Now, therefore, I, U. 8, Grant, President of the 
United States, do hereby make proclamation and com 
mand said turyglent and disorderly persons to dim 
perse and reti aceably to their respective abodes 
within five days from this date, and eafter to sub- 
mit themselves to the laws and 1 authorities 
of said State. I invoke the aid and co-operation of 
all good citizens thereof to uphold the lew and pre- 
serve the pubic peace, 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand 
and caused the seal of jhe United States to be affixed.

None of these things move me.” Non pos- 
sumus—a cry at which the word langhs, but to 
the steady utterance of which by a few farthful 
ones we Owe,.under God, the continuance of 
the Church Catholic, Bear this in mind in study- 
ing the career of Bishop Whitehouse, and you 
will have no difliculty in deciphering 
its most involved hierogiyphies. ‘Thus 
we hear of his overweening idea of 
the episcopate, and truly he did ever 
bear upon his shield the words nullum sine epis- 
copo and could never endure to hearof auy works 
separate fiom the Bishop. Was this from any 
wish for personal giorification, in order that be 
might have something to do with everything, and 
therefore al ways be the first in piace everywhere ? 
He was too humble a Christian to cntertain such 
a thought. It arose from his view of the epis- 
eopate as an absolutely necessary part of the 
Church of Christ. Lo him all was confusion, 
disorder, and maimed right when the Bishop was 
absent, because Christ made His Church in this 
three-fold, inseparable, intertwining. His con- 
vention address of 1868 is very full of that point. 

The three distinct orders of the Bishop, the olergy, 
and the portion of the laity duly chosen as parochia! 
representatives, meet in the dignity and privilege of 
their respective o „as commissioned by the Lord; 
and nothi ould be done but by their fencurreace ; 
nothing b clergy without the laity, nothing by 
the clergy and laity without the Bishop, each and of 
himself magnify the office thus imparted, 

It was this that ever made him so firm an op- 
ponent of the pretensions of Rome : the feeling 
that the sacred order of Bishop was effaced in 
the supremacy of the Pope, who, on his own 
motion as one Bishop, decided that ‘which 
the whole Episcopal clergymen alone could 
do. It was this that attracted him 
toward the Eastern Church—the great dignity 
and co-ordinate power of the Episcopacy, and 
the full belief everywhere in the mother-head of 
the Church. It was this that repelled him from 

any hollow schemes of union with the religious 
bodies around, because they have ignored the great 
historic facts, of orders, creeds, and sacraments. 
He said in that same address: 

It is impossible that we can abate or abandon any of 
these facts without in reality separating ourselves from

It was clearly understood that the 
meeting was tor discussion and an interchange 
of views, and it adjourned until Tuesday even- 
ing in order that the delegates might have 
an opportunity to share in the discussion, and 
parti cipate in a full, frée inserchange of opinion. 

Mr. Fuller understood that the resolution cut 
off debate when the election was to be held.

OTHER CONVENTIONS, 
THE UNITARIANS. 


Sanatoaa, N. I., Sept. 15.—The sixth biennial 
Conference of the Unitarians began its sessions 
here to-day. About 1,000 delegates arrived last 
night and this morning, among them many of 
the distinguished lights of the organization. 

A preliminary business meeting was held at 
the United States Hotel this morning.

The mortal terror with which the office-hold- 
ers in South Carolina regard everything like 
a popular demonstration was pretty well demon- 
strated, the other day, when a false report got 
abroad that the White League had appeared in 
force near Columbia. The story is told in 


Washington, and ought to be taken with some’ 


allowance. They say that Senator Patterson 
and Gov. Moses ran to the United States troops 
for protection, and begged to be disguised as 
private soldiers; that the Secretary of State 
asked the Warden of the State Prison to 
give him a cell and striped clothes; 
that another official, name not given, sought 
refuge in an insane asylum. The scare was oc- 
casioned by a party of boys who had gone a fox- 
hunting. Gov. Moses does not seem to have 
recognized the proprieties of the situation so 
well as the gentlemen who went to the Peniten- 
tiary and the Insane Asylum. He belongs in one 
or the other of these institutions. 


Andrew T. McReynolds, the Chairman of the 
late Reform State Convention tn Michigan, has 
just issued an important manifesto to that par- 
ty. The Democratic State Convention, which 
met on the day after the Reform Convention, 
adopted four out of the nine candidates placed 
in nomination by the latter, including the head 
of the ticket, that of Governor, and completed 
their ticket by nominating five candidates not 
on the Reform ticket. As these five candidates 
are men of unexceptionable worth and ability, 
and in complete harmony with the principles of 
the Reform party, Mr. McReynolds, for the sake 
of conciliation and presenting a united front to 


the opposition, and in view of the great dispari- 


ty in numerical strength between the Reformers 
and the Democrats, advises the for- 
mer to adopt the latter's ticket as it 
stands. To show that he is impelled 
to this course only by the best interests of the 
State, he resigns his own position as a candidate 
for the office of Attorney-General. No re- 
sponses have yet been made to his manifesto, 
but if the other four candidates follow his ex- 
ample and the joint ticket is supported, it will 
oppose a powerful organization to the Repub- 
licans of Michigan. 1 


The opinion of the Supreme Court of Wiscon- 
sin in the injunction suits brought by the Attor-

roads seems to have taken the railroad men by 
surprise, notwithstanding the reasons they have 
had to expect it.

But the act does not 
so direct. It says: In computing the rates 
for carrying any freights according to the provis- 
ions of this att, the distance for carrying such 
freight shall be computed from where it is re- 
Ceived, notwithstanding it may pass from ope 
road to another.” From this it would seem the 
rate would be the same throughout, and, as it 
would be computed at the starting point, it 
would be at the rate there allowed; but, 
if the Northwestern should accept this joint 
tate, it would be amenable to the penalty im- 
posed in Sec. 6 of the act, which provides that 
any company or person who shall receive higher 
rates of compensation than preacribed for their, 
respective classification shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and be liable to a fine of 
$200, and the party aggrieved shall be entitled 
to recover three times the amount of excess col- 
lected from him.

THE LOUISIANA REVOLUTION. 

The Kellogg Government of Louisiana has 
been overthrown so suddenly and with so little 
effort on the part of its opponents that the won- 
der is that it ever existed at all. It cannot be 
alleged that Kellogg was taken unawares, for he 
has been seizing arms and ammunition in New 
Orleans for a week past, and putting himself in 
the best attitude for defense. Yet so nearly 
unanimous were the people of New Orleans in 
their determination to be rid of him that when 
the decisive hour came he and bis forces were 
brushed away like cobwebs. It is perfectly evi- 
dent that the substantial citizens of New Or- 
leans are not only sternly opposed to his usurpa- 
tion, but that they have been rendered utterly 
desperate by the exactions of his Government, 
and are ready to welcome a military despotism as 
a grateful alternative. This is probably what 
they will now obtam, and is perhaps what they 
calculated upon when taking the summary 
and decisive steps whieh have resulted 
in the capture of the State- House and 
tlie dispersion of Kellogg's police and militia. 
The Kellogg Government has been a usurpation 
from the beginning. and it has borne the appro- 
priate fruit of usurpation. The State has been 
ina commotion ever since Kellogg took his 
usurped seat, and it is most likely that his re- 
cent steps to control the returns of the ap- 
proaching November election gave the signal to 
the other side that they must strike now or 
never. 

A brief resume of the inception of the Kellogg 
Government may be required to show how that 
dynasty came into power and how it has been so 
long maintained. At the State election of 1872 
the candidates for Governor were John McEnery 
and W. P. Kellogg. The Governor at the time 
of the election was H. C. Warmoth, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor one Pinchback, a mulatto. 
When the election took place, the State Board of 
Canvassers, including the Governor, divided; 
@ colored man named Lynch and another 
set themselves up as the Lynch Canvassing 
Board; Gov. Warmoth and the others had all 
the returns of the election. The Warmoth Board 
canvassed tho returns and declared the result. 
The Lyoch Board, not having any returns, pub- 
lished (as Mr. Lynch stated under oath at Wash- 
ington) the result as he and his friends thought 
it ought to be. The Warmoth Board declared 
McEnery elected, and the other declared Keliogg 
elected. Warmoth convened the Legislature ; 
but, before it met, Kellogg obtained from Judge 
Durell, of the United States Court, an order 
prohibiting any person entering the State-House 
or acting as a member of the Legis- 
lature save those declared to be elected 
by the Lynch Board. Ihe Legislature 
thus created by Judge Durell’s order im- 
peached the Governor, thus creating a vacancy, 
and Pinchback assumed the duties. Judge 
Durell then issued anothef order, directing the 
United States Marsnal to seize the State-House 
and other buildings, employing United States 
troops for that purpose, and to hand them over to 
Pinchback. MeEnery was enjoined from claim- 
ing to be Governor, and the Legislature elected 
with him was prohibited from meeting. The 
President of the United States countenanced 
these proceedings, and directed the troops to 
support them. Keliogg thus, in defiance of the 
wishes of the people, having no warrant save 
the order of a drunken and corrupt Judge, be- 
came Governor, and with him was inaugurated 
a Legislature created by the same judicial order. 

The Senate of the United States, through 
a committee consisting of seven of the 
ablest men, all Republicans, unanimously 
reported that Durell's orders were usurpa- 
tions, and that all that took place under 
them was void; that the Lynch Board bad no 
authority to deciare any result, and had no re- 
turns before it. This Committee consisted of 
Senators Morton, Logan, Carpenter, Trumbull, 
Autbony, Hill, and Alcorn. The Committee did 
not agree as to the remedy. Mr. Carpenter and 
the majority were in favor of ordering a new 
election, treating all the proceedings as void ; 
Mr. Trumbull favored the recognition of Mo- 
Enery as Governor; while Mr. Morton alone in- 
sisted that Kellogg should be recognized as 
Governor until a new election could be had 
under the direction of the Kellogg adminis tra- 
tion. Pending action on this report, Congress 
adjourned March 3, 1873. When Congress met 
last winter, so impressed was the President with 
the necessity for some action, that he 
prepared a special message to Congress urging 
them to provide for a new election in Louisiana, 
and thus put an end to the Kellogg usurpation. 
Information of this message reaching Mr. Mor- 
ton, he remonstraved with the President and 
prevailed on him to withhold it. Senator Car- 
penter in his report insisted that, if Congress 
permitted such a wanton outrage as the Kellogg 
usurpation to continue, it would result in civil 
war. That report, signed by M. H. Carpenter, 
of Wisconsin, John A. Logan, of Illinois, Henry 
B. Anthony, of Rhode Island, and J. J. Alcorn, 
of Mississippi, all strong Republican partisans, 
uses the following language: 

It is the opinion of your Committee that but for the 
unj ustifiable interference of Judge Durell, whose or- 
ders were executed by United States troops, the can- 
vass made by the De Feriat Board, and promulgated 
by the Governor, declaring McEnery to have been 
elected Governor, etc., and also declaring who had 
been elected to the Legislature, would have been acqui- 
esced in by the people, and that Government would 


have entered quietly upon the exercise of the sov- 
ereign power of the State. 


After stating that the McEnery Government 
was de jure and the Kellogg the de facto Gov- 
ernment, these Senators say: 

The Kellogg Government is in possession of the 
State-House, the seal, archives, and records of the 
State, and its empty Treasury. There are two bodies 
of men in that State, one claiming to be the Senate 
and the other the House of Representatives, who rec- 
ognize Kellogg and his associates as the officers of the 
Stute. But there is not and never has been a quorum 
of both Houses who bave any pretense of having been 
elected to their seats. This pretended Legislature is 
daily passing laws, and Kellogg is approving or ve- 
toing them. 

The Committee, after referring to the injury 
done the State by such a condition of things, say 
prophetically - 

Should Congress adjourn without making provision 
tor the case, one of two things must result, Either 
collision and bloodshed between the adherents of the 
two Governments or the President must continue the 


ment. 
To avoid such civil war, or the upholdiag of a 


fraudulent and usurping Government, the Com- 
mittee advised that Congress should order a new 
election. | 

Mr. Kellogg has made his Government so 
detestable and odious that he has arrayed against 
him the entire white population of the State 
and a large body of the better informed and 
most reputable colored people. His last act, 
the seizure of arms which were the private 
property of citizens, precipitated the revolt that 
has endedin his expulsion, and im the seizure 
of the Government by those who were expelled 
in 1978 by Judge Durell’s orders.

perbaps is to let them have s trial of the govern- 
ment of the State. Their rule certainly can be 
no worse than that of Kellogg, and they can 
show a far better title. But if this cahnot be 
tolerated, let a Department Commander, an offi- 
cer of the army, be sent there to take charge of 
the Government of which Kellogg has been dis- 
possessed. The President has issued ® proc- 
lamation commanding all turbulent and dis- 
orderly persons who have combined with 
force and arms to overthrow the State Govern- 
ment of Louisiana and to resist the laws and 
constituted authorities to disperse within five 
days, return to their homes, and hereafter sub- 
mit to the laws and covstituted authorities of 
the State. This he does, as he says, preliminary 
to employing the military forces of the United 
States, in answer to the appeal of the Executive 
of the State, to suppress the insurrection. By 
this, though it is by no means as clear as it 
might be, the President indicates purpose to 
reinstate Kellogg in possession of the Govern- 
ment, with, of course, all the dictatorial powers 
conferred upon him by the Legislature, which 
comprises @ part of the usurping Government of 
the State. 

Had this Kellogg usurpation been attempted 
in Obio, Illinois, or Michigan, it would not have 
been tolerated one day by the people of either 
State; nor could all the army and navy of the 
United States have induced or compelled them 
to submit to such an atrocious despotism and 
fraud. What has taken place in Louisiana 
twenty months after the crime was first com- 
mitted would bave taken piace here on the in- 
stant, and no Federal troops nor Executive proc- 
lamations would have been interposed or could 
have availed to restrain the outraged people from 
hurling the usurpers from their places. The 
President long since was fully satisfied that he 
committed an error in recognizing Kellogg and 
employing Federal troops to put him in power. 
He has more than once appealed to Congress to 
relieve him from the consequences of such an 
act. The responsibility is now upon him. If he 
is to do anything more than issue his proclama- 
tion, we hope he will put a military officer in 
executive command, and hold the State in that 
condition until Congress shall meet and perform 
its long-neglected duty in the premises. 


THE STORY OF LOUISIANA. 

Feb. 22, 1864, the flirt Free-State” Governor 
of Louisiana, Michael Hahn, was elected by the 
haif-dozen parishes then under Federal control. 
Gen. Banks supervised the election. In March 
a Constitutional Convention met and drew up a 
Constitution which abolished slavery. In Sep- 
tember the six parishes adopted this iustru- 
ment. Congressmen were elected at the same 
time, but they were never admitted to the House. 
At the close of the War, all these arrangements 
collapsed. The prevalent theory was that 
Louisiana was a Territory. In the spring of 
1865, an election for Territorial Delegate took 
place. Henry C. Warmoth, ex-Lieutenant-Col- 
onel in Grant’s Army of the Tennessee, and ex- 
Provost-Judge under Banks in New Orleans, got 
the negmp vote, and was chosen. A purse of 
$15,000 was made up for him, and he went to 
Washington. Congress would have nothing 
to do with bim, but President Johnson 
appointed him Treasury Agent and sent him to 
Gaiveston. In the fall of 1865 a general elec- 
tion was held under the Constitution of 1864. 
The Democrats carried every county but one. 
J. Madison Wells was elected Governor by 22,312 
out of 27,808 votes. The Legislature chosen at 
this time met early in 1866. It passed some ill- 
advised laws, among them an act regulating ne- 
gro labor in a harsh and unnecessary way. In 
July of that year, the surviving members of the 
Constitutional Convention of 1864 called a meet- 
ing of that body to revise the State Constitu- 
tion. They made the preposterous claim that 
the Convention could assemble and submit 
changes in that instrument to the popular vote 
at any time! The Convention met July 30. A 
riot ensued. Several persons were killed. Con- 
gress appointed a Committee of Investigation. 
The reconstruction acts were soon afterwards 
passed. The Convention provided for by these 
acts met in November, 1867. The Constitution 
it framed was adopted by the people in May, 
1868. At that time Warmoth was elected Gov- 
ernor by 64,901 votes to 88,046 for Taliaferro, the 
Democratic candidate. Warmoth was at once 
inaugurated. The Legislature was overwhelm- 
ingly Republican and dishonest. The Presiden- 
tial campaign of 1868 was disgraced by a number 
of riots. On election-day, very féw negroes 
voted. Intimidation was doubtless the great 
cause of this, although it is claimed that the 
party- managers, foreseeing certain defeat, kept 
their followers from the polls for the sake of 
pleading terrorism thereafter. In” 1969 the 
mammoth jobbery which destroyed the credit of 
Louisiana and swelled her debt to its present 
enormous proportions fairly began. In 1871 
the Republicans quarreled over the spoils. The 
Assembly elected, at different times, two Speak- 
ers, pro- and anti-Warmoth. Soon after ite ad- 
journment, a Republican State Convention was 
to meet at New Orleans. Aug. 9, 1871, this body 
assembled. United States Marshal Packard had 
the right, as Chairman of the State Central Com- 
mittee, to appoint the place. He designated 
the Custom- House. The building was guarded 
by Federal troops who kept out all delegates 
who had not received tickets of admission from 
Packard. Warmoth and all bis friends were 
excluded. They held a convention of their own, 
which sent a committee headed by Pinchback to 
ask Grant to remove the Federal ring of Casey, 
Packard, d al. Graut did nothing. Thence- 
forth the party in Louisiana was split 
into Custom-House (or Grant) and War- 
moth Republicans. Nov. 22, 1871, Lieut.- 
Gov. Oscar J. Dunn =(eolored) died. 
On Dec. 6 the Senate was convened without the 
House, and chose Pinchback, then one of War- 
moth's warmest friends, as ita President. He 
therefore became Lieutenant-Governor, although 
the legality of such a session, by half of the 
Legisiature was strenuously denied. Jan. 1, 
1872, the Legislature met. The Senate had no 
quorum. Casey, the Collector, had taken the 
absentees on à cruise in the revente-cutter 
Wilderness. The Senate couid do nothing for

Nov. 4, 1872, the election was held. The re- 
turns were sent to the legal Returning Board, 
which consisted of Warmoth and some of his 
subordinates. It was speedily known that Mo- 
Enery was elected by about 10,000 majority. The 
Kellogg party, in despair, got aftidavite by 4,000 
negroes that colored voters had been kept away 


from the polls, and that it was probable that the 


Returning Board would not count the votes cor- 
rectly. On the strength of these flimsy state- 
ments, United Stafes Circuit-Judge C. H. Durell 
enjoined Warmoth from counting the votes, and 
ordered him to turn over the returns to an utter- 
ly illegal Returning Board, organized in the in- 
terosts of Kellogg. Warmoth kept the returns, 
On this same day Durell ordered Packard to oc- 
cupy the State-House with Federal troops. 
This was done, and the Legislature which War- 
moth had convened was kept from assembling. 
Dec. 7, the fraudulent Returning Board declared 
Kellogg and Antoine and a Radical Legislature 
elected. Be it remembered that this illegal body 
had no returns of the election whatever. Two 
days thereafter, two Legislatures met. The 
Kellogg crew of usurpers promptly impeached 
Warmoth, suspended him from office until trial, 
and declared Lieut.-Gov. Pinchback to be the 
rightful ruler of Louisiana. So this slippery 
trickster got his reward. Warmoth issued a 
proclamation denouncing this outrage, Kellogg 
and McEnery were inaugurated on the same day 
by the rival Legislatures. Both appealed to 
Grant. He sustained Kellogg. The matter 
soon came before Congress. Two Senatorial 
claimante—McMillan (McEnery) and Ray (Kel- 
logg)—made their appearance. The Sen- 
ate Committee of Privileges and Elec- 
tions reported that the election of 
1872 was 2 fraud, and recommended 
that there should be another in May, under the 
supervision of United States Circuit-Judge Wood. 
Some members of the Committee dissented. 
Morton thought Grant's recognition of Kellogg 
settled the question. Trumbull thought McEnery 
should be recognized. The Senate dodged. On the 
night of Feb. 28, 1873, it voted that the Kellogg 
Government should continue until the election 
provided for in the majority report should take 
place, and then it tabled the report and discharg- 
ed the Committee, so that the election could 
never take place. Since then Oarpenter has 
brought the matter before the Senate twice. 
Grant once prepared a proclamation against 
Kellogg, but at the last moment Morton had it 
suppressed. Kellogg has remained in power, 
but his Senator-elect—Pinchback—hbas not been 
admitted to the Senate. 

The people of Louisiana, denied all redress 
by Congress and plundered and tyrannized over 
by Kellogg and his crew, bave very ‘generally 
refused to pay the taxes illegally imposed upon 
them, and have consequently had their property 
sold under the hammer. At last, when they 
saw that the infamous registration and election 
laws put it within Kellogg’s power to count him- 
self and his gang into office forever, they rose 
in despair and took the law into their own 
hands. I[ll-advised this action may have been, 
but no impartial student of the tangied web of 
fraud, and treachery, and violence which has 
made up the history of Louisiana for the last 
decade can wonder that it finally came to pass.

LIEUT.- GOV. PENN. 


The man who gave the New Orleans emeute its 
first color of right by placing himself at ite 
head is Davidson Bradfute Penn, who was 
elected Lieutenant-Governor in 1872 on the 
McEnery ticket. He shared the fate of his col- 
leagues in being counted out by the illegal Elec- 
tion Board, which, backed by Federal bayonets 
and a drunken Federal Judge, put Kellogg and 
his crew in power. 

Gov. Penn was born in 1836. He comes from 
an old Louisiana family. After graduating from 
college, he studied law, and then became «a 
merchant in New Orleans. He entered the Con- 
federate service as Major of the Seventh 
Louisiana. He was promoted for gallantry to 
the Colonelcy. He was taken prisoner at Rap- 
pahannock Station and sent to Johnson's Island. 
Just before the collapse of the Confederacy he 
was exchanged, appointed Brigadier-General, 
and assigned to the command of Eastern 
Louisiana. When the political campaign of 
1872 opened, Mr. Penn was nominated for Gov- 
ernor on the Liberal ticket. The Anti-Repub- 
lican elements were afterwards fused, and he 
ran as McEnery’s Lieutenant-Governor. As 
every one knows, he was really elected.

Gray (colored), aud E. W. Kimball, in opposition 
to the new Constitution. 

During Mr. Gray's speech fie read a paper 
purporting) to be a dispatch from New Orleaas, 
stating that Gen, Longstreet aud 450 men were 
killed to-day. ‘The reading of this document 
created great excitement in the Convention and 
on the streets. 

The speakers denounced the late Constitu- 
tional Convention as a revolutionary body, and de- 
pounced its acte as revolutionary, null aud void. 
Mr. Kimball stated that this was the same old 
fight for the Union; that gssassination stalked 
abroad. and friends of the Unionjin the South ap- 
pealed to Congress for protection, not doubting 
their appeal would be heeded. 

The Convention meeis again to-night, 

It is generally understood there will be no 
nominations for State officers. 


The New York Democracy. 

Syracusxz, N. X., Sept 15.—The city is full of 
deiegates to the Democratic Convention which 
meets to-morrow. The feeling between the 
friends of Samuel J. Tilden and those friends of 
Judge Caurch who held the meoting at Albany 
last week is very bitter, and they are indulging 
in mutual recriminations. The feeling to-night 
is so strong and unrelenting that it is possible 
the nomination may fall upon an entirely new 
name. one not yet mentioned at all. Judge A.

The eighth opposes a third Presidential term. 

The ninth sympathizes with laborers out of

‘lue tenth claims to have contributed, by 
Democratic votes, to the passage of the General 
Railroad law. 

The eleventh holds that corporations should 
be held to a faithful performance of their duty to 
‘the public. 

The twelfth denounces the issue of paper 
promises in forced payment of wages as an un- 
justifiable imposition tending to monopoly of 
trade. 

Then follow twetve reasons why the Repub- 
lican Administration is no longer entitied to 
the eontidence of the people.

FIRE-EN GIN E TEST. 
Another fire-engine trial was heid yesterday on 


| the Lake Park, at the foot of Madison sireet. 


The Gould, Clapp & Jones, Abrens, and the 


old favorite the Silsby competed. Considerable 


deiay was occasioned by two of the engines com- 
ing on the ground with warm water in their boil- 
ers, which was not allowed. Shortly after 11 
o’clock the engines took up locations around 2 
cistern 10 feet in diameter sunk in the ground. 
From this tank the engines drew their water; an 
8-incb main supplying all they could pump, thus 
conelusively proving the great ad vantage of 
using such tanks. 

During the first test the Gould engine, which 
was situated directly beside the tank, careened, 
one of the wheels sinking Sor 4 feet in the 
earth, which had not been properly packed 
around the tank. Either from this or some 
other cause unknown, the Gould en failed 
to come to the scratch during the ; 

During the second test the Ahrens’ broke her 
fly-w , thas leaving the contest entirely to 

Sileby and the Clapp & Jones engines. The 
Sileby made the better average of these two, the 
Ahrens “pop squirts for the test 
distance, besides having the advantage of throw- 
ing from smaller nozzles. From the time 
of lighting the fires in the different 
engines, the Silsby threw water from her hose in 
8 minutes and 45 seconds, starting with cold 
water; the Gould, in 5 minutes and 23 seconds ; 
the Clapp & Jones, in 8 minutes and 15 seconds; 
and the Ah in 5 minutes and 25 seconds. 
Although the Sileby was not first in raising a 

she was firattothrow a 175-foot stream, 
and increased it more rapidiy than the others. 
The Cinciunati engine was the first to throw the 
100-foot stream. but in doing so burst her hose, 
throwing the water in every direction, and dam- 
aging the bose to a great extent. A strong wind 
was blowing all through the trial, and, as the 
streams were with the wind, they 
stronger than they really were. 
the distance reached by the 
the stream was in some 
measured instead of the stream itself. Once 
only was the etream directed against the wind. 
In thie instance the Bileby threw a 1\/-inch 
stream 250 feet of hose to a distance of 
194 feet 6 inches, and the Ahrens a similar 
stream 183 feet. The mishaps to the Gould and 
Ahrens engines were entirely accidental, and no 
one can be blamed for them. 

The appended table shows the relative powers 
of the different engines as elicited by the test: 
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The trial was witnessea by a large crowd of 
people and by many city officials, and also per- 
sons from various portions of the country in- 
terested in such matters. The Fire Commis- 
sioners were on the ground all day, and ex- 
pressed themselves highly pleased with the trial 
with but one exception. One of the Commis- 
sioners claimed that the trial through 500 feet 
of hose was not a reliable one, insisting that an 
1 2 could only be tested by a direct stream. 

e objection as to raising steam from cold 
‘water was also mentioned. In this city there is 
never any trouble about waiting to get up steam. 
All engines carry five pounds of steam at all 
hours of the day, and in almost every case of 
fire they are obliged to let some of the steam 
escape before they are ready touseit. Howey- 
er, this objection cannot probably be raised, as 
the cold water test is without doubt the most 
martial. Another trial is talked of, to take 
— some time previous to the closing of the

SPRINGFIELD & ILLINOIS SOUTH- 
EASTERN. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicano Tribune, 

SOLD BY ORDER OF COURT. 
SrRinGFIevp, III., Sept. 15.—The Springfield 
& Illinois Southeastern Railroad was sold to-day 
under a decree of the United States Circuit 
Court, rendered at the last June term. The sale 
was made by the Master, and was without re- 
demption. Mr. H. Bloodgood, of New York, was 
the purchaser, for $500,000. His brother is the 
largest owner of the first-mortgage bonds. The 
first-mortgage bonds amount to $3,400,000, and, 
of course, this sale cute out every other interest 
and debt against the road, and the holders of 
these bonds now have the road free from in- 
cumbrance. 

It has been stated in these dispatches that 
there was about $60,000 of unpaid bills of labor 
and material, which would be cut off unless the 
order of sale was modified. This amount is due 
in small amounts to laborers. Some of it, how- 
ever, has been bought up by speculators. Last 
night some of these men seized and detained a 


train coming north this side of Flora. It was 


represented to the United States authorities here 
this morning that the morning train north had 
been seized and was held, whereupon write of as- 
sistance were issued. directed to the United States 
Marshal, directing him to put the mauagers of 
the road into possession of their trains.

IMPORTANT CHANGES IN THE MAN- 
AGEMENT OF THE ILLINOIS CEN- 
TRAL. 

Rumors of important changes in the manage- 
ment of the Dlinois Central Railroad have been 
prevailing in this city during the laut few days, 
but nothing of a definite nature could be elicited. 
Yesterday it leaked out that at a meeting of the 
Directors of this road, heid in New York 
last Friday. Mr. Wilson G. Hunt, 
of New York, was elected President in place of 
John Newell, the present incumbent. As Mr. 
Hunt's residence is in New York, and itis an 
impossibility for him to move to this city to man- 
age the road in person, as Mr. Newell has done, 
Mr. James C. Clark, lately General Manager of 
the Erie Railroad, has been appointed General 
Manager of the Illinois Central. Mr. Clark is 
said to be a gentleman of considerable executive 
ability, and a most able railroad man. He bas 
managed the affairs of the Erie during the past 
few years with great success. He has also been 
on the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, and from 
1857 to 1859 he was General Superintendent of 
this road, and is therefore well acquainted with 
its affairs. Mr. J. M. Douglas, formerly Presi- 
dent of this road. and at present General 
Solicitor, is said to have been designated as 
Acting-President, 

There were also rumors as to changes in the 
other departments, but nothing definate could 
be learned. It was said that Mr. A. Mitchell, 
the General Superintendent, would give way to 
Mr. Joseph Tucker. the General Freight Agent, 
but this report was denied by Messrs. Douglas 
and Newell, both of them claiming that no other 
changes would be made at present.

SOUTHERN OUTRAGES. 


Assembiage of Armed Negroes Dis- 
persed in Alabama. 

Seuma, Ala, Sept. 15.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Demopolis reports that a body of 
armed negroes yesterday were discovered drill- 
ing near that place, who replied as to what 
they meant that negro blood had been shed, 
and that they were determined to have white 
blood. Two unarmed whites, sent to learn their 
grievances and assure them of their error, were 
fired upon and both wounded, one seriously and 
one mortally. Thus morning whites to the num- 
ber of thirty or font went down and dispersed 
the armed negroes, killing aud wounding several 
of them. The negroes numbered 200. They 
are the same negroes that stopped the 
Government rations, and have since held armed 
possession of the public highway. When fired 
upon they dispersed, but they are reported to 
have reassembied, and declare that no white 
man shail pass the road on pain of death. 


Falstaff’s Men in Buckram frighten 
the South Carolinians. 
Special Diapatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 15.—A very comical 
version of the state of things in South Carolina 
has just been given here by two gentlemen reai- 
dent of that State, and of national reputation, 
andthe very highest character for veracity. 
They assert that no outrages have been com- 
mitted upon either whites or blacks in that 
State for more than three years. Exaggerated 
stories, based upon occurrences in other States, 
have, however, been in circalation for some time, 
which have had the effect to put both the negroes 
and the eorpet-baggers in mortal terror.yRecently 
a large party of boys, with horses and dogs, 
started out on a ares expedition in the 
neighborhood of Columbia. Tne fact spread and 
became distorted till it reached the city in the 
shape of a story that 400 of the White Leaguers 
were just across the river, armed and equipped, 
and bent upon the slaughter of the innocents. 
This story coming to the ears of the State of- 
ficers, they grew greatly alarmed. Senator Pat- 
terson and Gov. Moses fled for protection to the 
camp of a company of United States troops sta- 
tioned there, aud begged to be permitted to put on 
private soldiers’ uniforms, that, thus disguised, 
they might escape the dangers that threatened 
them from the Leaguers. The Secretary of 
State hied him to the Penitentiary, and besought 
the officer in charge to lock him up in a cell. 
Another official sought refuge in the Lunatic 
lum, and in a very brief time the sovereign 
State of South Carolina was without any officials 
visible to the naked eye. Patterson shaved off 
his beard, and when he came here to Washing- 
ton a few days ago his best friends did not 
recognize him. 


FOREIGN. 


SPAIN, 

New York, Sept. 15.—A Berlin dispatch to the 
Landon Telegraph of the 3d inst. says the 
Official Journal of St. Petersburg, speaking of 
the recognition of Spain, says: Late successes 
of the Carlists, and the indecisive mode of 
action on the part of the leaders of the Republi- 
can armies, hardly seem favorable symptoms for 
the solidity of the Government of Marshal 
Serraro. An envoy from Don Carlos was in 
St. Petersburg some three weeks, but was not 
received by the Emperor, though letters of Don 
Carlos were received. The action of Russia 
with regard to Spain is said to be due not so 
much to sympathy with the Carlists as toa per- 
sonal dislike of His Majesty for Serrano; to the 
fact that Prince Gortschakoff is absent, and that 
Prince Reuess, the German Ambassador at St. 
Petersburg. has been confined to his house for 
some weeks from a wound in the knee which he 
received while hunting. There was ,conse- 
quently no one of influence who could speak to 
the Emperor personally on the subject. 

The Spanish Minister was present at the wed- 
ding of the Grand Duke Vladimir, and the Em- 
peior addressed some words to him. 

The German Government is said to have ex- 
pressed its thanks to the Austrian Court for the 
good-will which the latter has shown in the 
recognition of the Spanish Government. 

Lonpon, Sept. 16.—A special dispatch to the 
Standard from Santander says the Carlists 
threat en Iruu and Sau Sebastiad, and reinforce- 
ments will be sent to their garrisons by steamer 
from Santander.

THE ORGAN CONCERT. 

The brief visit of Mr. A. J. Creswold, the well- 
known organist, to this city, was made the o- 
casion of the second concert of the season, which 
was, in some respects, a very pleasant one, It 
was given in the Union Park Congregationa 
Church, with an average audience in attendance, 
and amore discriminating one than usually at- 
tends the West Side concerts, the West-Siders 
very generally being ultra-encorers. On this 
occasion, the encoring was confined to the first 
part of the programme, the second being severe- 
ly let alone. Mr. Falk opened the programme 
with a sonata in A minor for the organ, by A. G. 
Ritter, one of the best of the modern writers for 
the organ, a work which has never been played 
here before. It is in four movements, a short 
but brilliant allegro leading to some rather 
florid recitative, Which introduces a very 
effective aria. Then ows a short chorale, 
evidently written to furnish a theme for varia- 
tions. The work closes with a fine fugue move- 
ment. The sonata is a very brilliant work as a 
whole, and, as it is very rapid in tem itis a 
trying number, but Mr. Falk — it % ef- 
fectively, and, notwithstanding its — | un- 
usual length, succeeded in maintaining the in- 
terest of the audience to the end, and received 
very hearty applause for his excellent perform- 
ance. The other organ numbers were in Mr. 
Creswold’s hands: The first was his own tran- 
scription of Faust,“ which he has built up on 
three numbers: first, the chorus of old men and 
women, which he bas worked up very neatly ; 
second, the garden duo, which he played with 
exquisite taste and feeling; and, lastly, the 
Soldier’s March. We presume tho reason that 
he played the latter theme is because it is 
new in St. Louis, where he is now located, 
and because he has been away from Chicago 
long enough to forget it was worn out here years 
ago. His second number was the Bach Toccata 
in F major, which he gave crisply aad clearly, 
and in which he displayed some clever pedal 
“laying. His third number was his own descrip- 
uve piece, The Storm at Sea, which y be 
best described by his own synopsis: ‘‘1. Scene 
on board a vessel in mid-ocean, on a calm sum- 
mer evening. (a) The Ship’s Fiddler. (b) The 
bagpipes. (e) Eight bells. 2. A ful. twi- 
light. * Rocked in the Cradle of the Deep a 3 

arm. Distant thunder—the boatswain’s whis- 
tle—the crew assemble on the deck—taking in 
sail—the storm approaches. 4. The squall 
strikes. Confusion—prayer.. 5. The storm re- 
cedes. The crew give thanks to God for preser- 
vation.” The piece is principally noticeable for 
its close imitative effecta, and for the exhaustive 
man in which he utilizes the re- 
sources of the organ, the best bit of playing 
in it being his remarkable execution of the 
chorale * Old Hundred,” which closes it. 

The two orgamists were assisted by Miss Jes- 
sica Haskell and Miss Anna 8. Lewis (sopranos), 
Signor Guido Emanuel (tenor), Mr. Bowen 
(bass), Mr. Pratt (piano), and Mr. Braun (trom- 
bone). Ihe latter played Reichardt’s *‘ Love's 
Request, with organ accompaaiment, with fine 
feeling, and for his encore gave Mozart's In 
diesen heil’gen Hallen“ with splendid effect. 
Mr. Pratt did the best playing be has done for a 
long time in his tasty performance of Chopin's 
Fantasie Impromptu.” Miss Haskell sang 
Mendelssohn’s ** Infelice,” a very long and trv- 
ing concert aria, in a style which shows that she 
has been h at work since last winter. It 
was an unusually successful efforts Miss 
Lewis sang Donizetti's I iro,” display- 
ing a fine quality of voice, but the 
number was one not suited to her style. Mr. 
Bowen sang Péase’s Fisherman's Song,” which 
is becoming rather a familiar prefix to name 
on programmes of late. A new tenor, Signor 
Guido Emanuel, made bis first appearance. He 
has a good voice, but, in view of his extreme 
fright, a criticism of his singing would be un- 
kind. It may be that he can do better. The 
vocal number of the evening was the duet, 
Nicolai’s ‘ Addio,” by Miss ell and Mr.
